NICKNAME IS WELL DESERVEJ 

How the Appellation "Human Birds" 
Came to Be Bestowed on the 
Penguin Family. 

On tile frozen tee tlelds about the 
.South pole live the peiipilius. callc'l 
by explorers "human birds' because 
tliey play Just as children play, are 
friendly to their straupe liiiman vis¬ 
itors, and live in colonies. 

I’enpuins are ipille tall, a f'lll prown 
bird staiidinp two feet lilpli. Their 
whips are so short they cannot tly, 
but they iisi* lliem us tiappers to help 
them hurry alotip over the siiow, 'ni((lr 
Stroup leps are far buck on the biely 
and are so placed that the bird stands 
upriplit. 'The peiipiiins are as mm li at 
lioaie In the water as on the hind. 

One remarkable habit of the pen¬ 
guins Is the way they "talk” to one 
another. -A dozen birds will meet 
on one of the beaches, and patherinp 
In groups of two or threi*. spend l.'i 
or '-’d minutes In ulilmaled conver¬ 
sation— utterliip cries illsiiiictly dif¬ 
ferent In tone. 

Telipuliis are fond of pitiues, a fav¬ 
orite play beliip to force one another 
Into the water. They dive deep and 
swim undt'r water, soiiielimes cominp 
to the surface more tfain .'id feet fiolii 
shore. 

.Another sport of the penpiiins Is a 
snow slide. They pick out a nice hilly 
spot near the shore of an Icy bay, and 
then pack the snow very hard by 
throwlnp themselves on It, Then they 
po to the top of the slide and one 
goes down to test It. If It Is all right 
the others follow. 

How Speech Is Made Visible. 

■A wonderful new invention called 
the llorelpraiih enables one to make ac¬ 
curate tracings uimn parchment rec¬ 
ords of the actual vibrations of sound 
in artlcnl.'ile speech. The Instrument 
Is worked by motor power.
